A Destructive Fire. 


DTTLUIH, Minn., May 28.—A special from 


Northern Pacific Junction says: A destructive 
fire occurred here this morning.

So quickly did the 
fire spread that little was saved, and as there is 
no fire protection facilities here all that could 
be done was to stand l>y and see the property

The de- 
ficency it is beleived will reach fully a million 
and a quarter. It is said that of $10,000 known 
to be on the counter when the bank closed only 
$1,000 was turned over to the assignee. A great 
shortage of securities is also reported since Sat- 
urday, and bonds, stocks and other collateral 
in the bank at the time of the suspension are 
said 
to be missing. President Biddle is 


still confined to his home. He has issued a 
card asking his friends to withhold judgment^ 
until he ia able to make a statement. 


Affairs of the W abash. 


ST. Louis, May 29.—The formal transfer of 


the Wabash road was made to the receivers this 
morning. The office of general agent and 
secretary of the receivers was created and James 
F. Howe, present secretary, was appointed to 
the position, while D. S. H. Smith, the present 
treasurer, was made receiver's treasurer for the 
present. It was determined to retain all officers 
and officials of the road, but the receivers an- 
nounced their intention to exercise rigid econ- 
omy. They wiU cut off as soon as practicable 
all non-interest earning lines, to cut off all un- 
necessary expenses in the way of salaries, labor, 
etc. The total lout ei debt of the Wabash is 
about $80,500,000. Five hundred men on the 
Wabash road, at Moberly, Mo., struck this after- 
noon for their back pay and a general strike is 
imminent unless the money is forthcoming. 


A Tunnel Accident. 


LIGONIEB, Pa., May 29.—Knnpp's tunnel on 


the South Fenney'vania railroad was the scene 
of an accident by which nine men were instantly 
killed and eleven others seriously injured, with 
but slight hopes of their recovery. A large force 
of men was engaged in excavating in the tncnel 
about 100 feet from the main entrance, when a 
heavy scaffolding gave way with the abive 
re°ult. The victims are said to be principally 
Italians. The bodies have all been recovered 
and a coroner's inquest will be held. Great 
excitement prevails at the scene of the dis- 
aster.

Q. Will an appeal -be taken ?

The action was brought at 


the instigation of a few disgruntled and disap- 
pointed politicians in Yankton, to harass and 
annoy the commissioners and to

Taey sought by this action and the guerrilla 
warfare carried on in connection therewith to 
cast a cloud upon the action of the commis- 
sioners and to depreciate in value the property 
secured by them, so that they could not realiza 
a sum sufficient to erect a state house, but their 
efforts have signally failed.

It is the pad- 
din-? that the soreheads of South D$- 
kota have placed between themselves 
and the judicial s'one wall that sur- 
rounds them. 
It is the meaningless 


ravings of a demented and disappointed 
people. Any person of common sense 
knqws without being told, that in a ques- 
tion of this kind there can be no appeal 
from the supreme court decision. The 
convening of the legislature at Bismarck 
next winter will remove the present 
question from the jurisdiction of the 
United States court. The governor an;d 
the legislature of a territory are empow- 
ered to locate the permanent seat of gov- 
ernment of such territory. This having 
been done by the last legislature, and 
that action confirmed by the supreme 
court of Dakota, there is no discretion \n 
the matter, and Bismarck must be recog- 
nized as the lawful capital. Thus, the 
case of the protesting coterie at Yankton 
falls to the ground, and there is no ques- 
tion at issue to take to the higher court. 
The decision of the judges of ttfe su- 
preme court ends forever the present 
contest. It also places the tax payeps 
of Dakota in the possession of a magni- 
fic> nt capital building, costing thus fftr 
nearly 8150,000, and 320 acres of laijd 
valued at $200,000, all of which is donated 
to the territory by the people of Burleigh 
county. Bismarck is the capital of Dla- 
kota, and notwithstanding the honors 
have been won at the expense of a vejs> 
atious and foolish con'est, waged alone 
by the people of Yankton, the victory is 
doubly satisfactory because it is perm|a- 
manent, and because it has been sanc- 
tioned both by a legislative enactment, 
and the highest judicial authority undfcr 
our form of government. 


THE national republican convention is 


near at hand. A few more days and the 
representatives of the' people will' meet 
in Chicago, to place a republican candi- 
date in the field, who if elected will taie 
the helm of government and, to a grept 
extent, shape the course of this grarfd 
republic for four more years. The frvjo 
most prominent candidates before the 
convention will be James G. Elaine, tijie 
parlimentarian and statesman, and Ches- 
ter A. Arthur, the present staunch and 
worthy incumben'. The relative strength 
of these two men has been thoroughly 
discussed in ihe press of the country, 
yet their true and comparative powets 
are matters of conjecture. It is claimed 
by those supposed to know, tba't Arthur's 
man for the position, provided he cannot 
secure it himself, is Postmaster General 
Gresham, and Blaine's preference is 
said to be Gen. Sherman. If this be 
true, a very strong fight will be made 
in the convention, and if the plumed 
tnight and present executive abandon 
»he race themselves and throw their 
strength with their respective preferen- 
ies, General Sherman and Postmaster 
General Gresham will be the leading 
opponents. In this case it would seem 
that the hero of the "March to the Sei" 
will have a great advantage in the con- 
vention. These are all good men. Tlie 
TRIBUNE has declared itself for Blake 
and believes that he is entitled to tne 
position. The Dakota delegation having 
jeen instructed for Elaine, will stand 
jy him as long a« he has a prospect bf 
nomination. However, if either of the 
other prominent candidates proves to be 
the choice of the convention, the TRI- 
BUNE is ready,to"support him, as, the sub- 
cess of the party, with a good leader, 
should be the motto of every republican 
ournal in tlie country.

COL. W. P. CLOUGH, o'ne of the most

ital removal case. After giving a historyJ-g5methmg was WrODg." 
of the case, he has the following to say 
of the legal status of the matter and the 
decision : 


Originally there were two objections made to 


the validity of the removal act; first, that the 
act designated the commissioners instead of 
providing for their appointment by the gov- 
ernor, by and with the advise and consent of 
tbe territorial council; second, that the legisla- 
ture was required by the organic law of Ihe ter- 
ritory to specifically designate the site of the 
capital, and could not avail itself of the serv- 
ices of a commission to make such selection. 
The first obj ction waa the one most strenu- 
ously urged against the act in tbe district court 
(before Judge Edgerton), but in tbe supreme 
court that point was virtually abandoned and 
the efforts of counsel for Yankton were concen- 
trated upon the second objection, relating to the 
delegation of power. No advices are yet at 
hand as to whether or not the opinion of the 
court has been written. Frooi the usual pro- 
cedure of the court in the disposition of cases, 
it is improbable that the opinion has yet been 
written. Most probably the decision was an- 
nounced in open court and the case assigned to 
one of the jndges composing the majority, for 
preparation of the opinion. The opinion must 
necessarily eet forth that the legislature was au- 
thorized to employ a commission to select a site 
for the capital and to designate the members of 
such commission by name, as commissioners for 
doing administrative acts of this character are 
not treated by the courts as officers within the 
intent of constitutional provisions requiring all 
officers of a state or territory, as the case may 
be, to be appointed. This question, in fact, 
was no longer open for consideration in the Da- 
kota supreme court, as the supreme court of the 
United States, its immediate superior, settled it 
some yearn since. Upon the other proposition, 
namely, the use of a commission to select the 
site, the court must have felt itself bound by 
the very respectable comber of precedents 
which have been set by the congress of the 
United States and by the legislatures of indi- 
vidual sta'es and territories. 


WASHINGTON AS A CASE IN POINT. 


The capital of the United States was located 


in this way, congress provided for a commission 
which should nelect a ttract of ground, not ex- 
ceeding ten miles square, acd declared that the 
district BO selected should be the seat of gov- 
ernment of the United States. The commission 
was afterwards appointed and performed its 
duties by selecting the tract of ground, ten 
miles fquare, afterward designated "The Dis- 
trict of Columbia." This act, fixing the seat of 
tbe United Steles government at a point to be 
subsequently designated by a •commission, 
remained the sole act locating the seat of the 
federal government until the enactment of tbe 
United States revenue statutes in 1873. The 
example thus set by congress has been copied 
by several of the states and territories in re- 
spect to their capitals, and has been resorted to 
probably a thousand times in the location of 
state institutions and county seats. In conclu- 
sion, I may say the decision of the supreme 
court at Yankton fixes the seat of the govern- 
ment of Dakota territory at Bismarck, there to 
remain until it shall have been removed else 
where by the legislature, or until the supreme 
court of the United States shall have decided 
otherwise. The former in wholly improbable, 
the latter impossible. 


WE are permitted to take the following 


extract from a private letter written by 
Col. William F. Vilas, the great lawyer 
of 
Wisconsin, to Attorney General 


Hughes. In speaking of the decision of 
the supreme court in the capital removal 
case, he says: "The Yankton dispatch 
announces that an appeal is taken to the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
they appear to comfort themselves with 
the idea that such a proceeding is a 
snpersedeas. Of course, as nothing but a 
judgment for costs with a dismissal 
of the appeal can follow in the end, 
there can be no supersedeas that will 
effect the capital question in any way." 
This is precisely the position taken by 
Mr. Hughes and Col. Cloutth, and that 
their view of the law is correct there can 
be no question.

Locomotive [Engin »er'<* Instinct- 
How fie Saved a Train and How- 


He Saved Himself. 


On one of the darkest and stormiest 


nights of the recent unusual winter, the 
express on one of the leading New York 
railroads was moving westward from 
Albany. The engine's headlight threw 
a strong reflection in advance, but the 
storm was so blinding it was almost im- 
possible to distinguish anything even at 
a short distance.

PITTSBUBG, May 27.—The affaire of the Penn- 


sylvar-ia bank is the engrossing subject among 
all classes. President Biddle slept well last 
night and this mbrning was sufficiently recov- 
ered to enable bis friends to move him -to the 
residence of D. A. Stewart at the East End. 
Two well known ex-bankers made a careful 
examination of the books last night. Every 
opportunity waa giv_>n them to make a super- 
ficial examination, and according to their 
statement the books show $300,000 drawn out 
from the time of the resumption on Friday 
until the close yesterday, with deposits de- 
creased accordingly .The statement that §300,000 
certified checks were not included in the state- 
ment of the association of banks is incorrect, no 
such checks existing. In their opinion, if the 
books are correes the bank ought to pay every cent 
of ita debts. The directors of the defunct bank 
today took possession of the individual book 
accounts of the concern. Developments have 
been made which show why the second collapse 
came BO suddenly. There is among the accounts 
one of the firm of D. Wilson & Co., which shows 
over checking to the extent of $240,000. No- 
such firm is known in this city, and it ia sup- 
posed to represent the accounts of a number of 
persons lately operating on the wrong side of 
the oil market and who have been allowed to 
drain it to the extent named. The director who 
furnished the information states further that 
the account of a prominent oil dealer was over- 
drawn $97,000. These two accounts show an 
over draft of $387,000, or $7,000 in excess of the 
entire capital and surplus of the bank, and the 
directors have appointed a committee to employ 
an expert to go over the books and report as 
speedily as possible. 


Crooked Bankers. 


NEW YOBK, May 27 —The United States com- 


missioner holds for trial, in their own recog- 
nizance, Thomas W. Evans, Cornelius F. Simp- 
son and John B. Dickson, bank officers, for 
violation of the law to prevent the certification 
of checks for a greater amount than on deposit 
at the time. The bank claimed that the checks 
were accepted, not certified. The State Bank

SENATE. 


WASHISGTON, D. C., Ma> 27.—Senator Cam- 


eron, of Pennsylvania, appeared in the senate 
this morning, and the senators congratulated 
him on hii safe return and unproved health. 
Several petitions were presented, opposing gov- 
ernment assumption of telegraphic functions. 
Senator Slater, from the committee on public 
lands, reported favorably the bill to forfeit 
grant along the uncompleted portion of the 
Northern Pacific railroad. Senator Ingalls in- 
troduced a bill to provide for the sala of lands 
belonging to the Pottowattomie Indians. The 
senate took up the bill to grant the Cinnabar 
& Clark's Fork's railroad company right of way 
through a portion of Yellowstone Park. Sena- 
tor Conger submitted an amendment to limit 
the company's control to 100 feet in width, and 
prohibiting the company from erecting build- 
ings except for station purposes. 
Senator 


Logan strongly opposed the bill, and the matter 
after a long discussion went over and tne Utah 
bill waa taken up. Senator Brown character- 
ized 
the 
Edmunds 
bill 
as 
a 


shameful 
violation 
of 
the 
constitution. 


He contrasted what h* termed polygamy in 
New England and polygamy in Utah. There 
had been over 27,000 divorces granted in New 
England within the last twenty years, destroy- 
ing 27,000 families and turning loose 54,000 
persons to marry again, all illegally, except 
those who were divorced for adultery and forni- 
cation by the other party. In Massachusetts 
within the last twenty yean the population bad 
increased 44 per cent, and marriages 62 per 
cent, while divorces had increased 147 per cent. 
There was an immense amount of cant and 
hypocrisy in this whole thing. He (Brown) 
was ready to sanction all constitutional legisla- 
tion which could be devised for the suppression 
of polygamy in Utah and also of illegal divorce, 
prostitution and infanticide in New England 
and elsewhere. 
Senator Hoar said he bad 


heard enough of Senator Brown's speech to 
comprehend its character bnt not its motives. 
He (Hoar) could only infer that Mor- 
monism was more in ' accord 
with that 


senator's convictions than opposed to them. 
Senator Hoar said'if he cared to follow the 
style of argument followed by Senator Brown 
he could say some things which wojnld be suf- 
ficiently disagreeable, bnt with a desire to credit 
the portion of the country from which that 
senator came with as much propriety as he 
could, he thought that the presence of a large 
number of mnlattoes remained to be accounted 
for in som"; way, but he would not enter upon 
this sort of argument. This was a bill having a 
specific purpose applicable to Utah.

THE PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE. 


Senator Ingalls reported to the senate today

To tax the people for tae purpose of 
raising revenue for public use is the legitimate 
function of government, and if the burden is 
equally distributed, no citizen has a right to 
complain, either of the tax or of its incidental 
effects, but to impose a tax for any other pur- 
pose is a gross abuse of legislative power and 
will always provoke agitation, protest and re- 
sistance. Stability in laws affecting the indus- 
trial interests of the people w absolutely essen- 
tial to the continuous and rapid development of 
oar resources, but stability can be secured only 
by doing as nearly as possible exact justice to

T<ie Philadelphia Oil Fire. 


PHILADELPHIA May 24—The fire at the Atlan- 


tic Oil Works, which started last nij ht by light 
nins striking a large tank containii ig crude oil, 
continued to spread rapidly and at 10 o'clock 
this morning was still sweeping rapidly over the 
works. A dozen storage tanks burst and efforts 
were made to run off the oil in the nanks. The 
paraffine works consisting of S3veral brick build- 
ings were destroyed. The tug Schaffjr aided the 
department from the river front. Application 
was made to Gen. Hartranf t to send a detail of 
the Keystone battery to blow up the tanks of the 
works to save property and prevent the fire from 
spreading to the gas works. At noon fourteen 
tanks of oil were ablaze and several more in 
danger, The names spread over 5 acres and 
from the general appearance will continue to 
burn for some dajs. The firemen feel confident 
they can keep it confined to the oil now burn- 
ing 
Since four o'clock thia morning several 


explosions have occurred. 
A change in the 


wind may spread the flames. The loss will 
reach $600,000. 
A project of piercing tbe 


25,000 barrel tank with cannon balls to draw off 
the oi1 is under consideration. At four p. m. 
the situation is nncbanged. Three c innon from 
the arsenal are in position before one of the 
large tanks, which though an rounded by fire 
has singularly remained intact. In th* event of 
tbe oil m this tank taking fire tbe cannon will 
be used to free the side so as to allow the fluid 
to escape into $he burnt district.

The oil poured out n torrents and the battery 
men and firemen were obliged to run f om the 
burning fluid and leave the guns to bJ destroyed. 
The oil then burned without doing other damage. 
The heavens were illuminated during the night 
by several tanks bubbling over. The fi.e will 
be apt to burn several days yet.
